The international application does not comply with flie requirements of unity of invention because it does not relate to 
one invention or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept In coming to this 
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1. Claims 1-8 are directed to a reamer for use in extracting juice from citrus. It is considered that the primary 
ribs have at least two profiles comprises a first "special technical feature". 

2. Claims 9-16 are directed to a citrus press. It is considered that the trajectory of the fruit dome having a curved 
portion and a generally linear portion that is generally coincident with an axis of rotation of the reamer 
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3. Claims 17-25 are directed to a citrus press. It is considered tiiat the actuating arm has a four bar linkage hinge 
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B. Group 4 (claims 26 & 27) will require more than a little additional search effort over that for item A, hence an 
additional search fee is warranted. 
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
